“Tf you’re on the water operating 
a boat, or even a canoe or kayak, it’s 
your responsibility to do so safely,” 
said Lt. Tom Wanless, DNR Law En- 
forcement Division. “We strongly 
encourage new boaters to take a 
boater safety course, so they are 
aware of the do’s and don’ts of the 
water. Even if you have been on the 
water for years, it’s important to re- 
fresh yourself on the latest regula- 
tions.” 

According to the U.S. Coast 
Guard, in 2017 there were 4,291 
recreational boating-related acci- 
dents that resulted in 658 deaths, 
2,629 injuries and approximately 
$46 million dollars in property dam- 
age. Operator inattention, improper 
lookout, operator inexperience, ma- 
chinery failure and alcohol use 
rank as the top five primary con- 
tributing factors in accidents, the 
Coast Guard said. 

The DNR offers boating safety ed- 
ucation as a self-paced, online 
course and as a traditional class- 
room experience.

Ordinance No.2 of 2019 


AN ORDINANCE TO DESIGNATE AN ENFORCING AGENCY TO DISCHARGE THE RESPONSIBILITY OF 
SOUTH ARM TOWNSHIP, CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, MICHIGAN AND TO DESIGNATE REGULATED 
FLOOD HAZARD AREAS UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF THE STATE CONSTRUCTION CODE ACT, ACT 
NO. 230 OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 1972, AS AMENDED. 

THE TOWNSHIP OF SOUTH ARM, CHARLEVOIX COUNTY, MICHIGAN ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Agency Designated. 


Pursuant to the provisions of the state construction code, in accordance with Section 
8b(6) of Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, as amended, the Charlevoix County 
Building Official is hereby designated as the enforcing agency to discharge the 
responsibility of South Arm Township, Charlevoix County, Michigan under Act 230, of 
the Public Acts of 1972, as amended. Charlevoix County has assumed responsibility 
for the administration and enforcement of said Act throughout the corporate limits of 


South Arm Township. 


Section 2. Code Appendix Enforcement.

Building Code shall be enforced by the Charlevoix County Building Official throughout 
the corporate limits of South Arm Township, Charlevoix County, Michigan. 


Section 3. Designation of Regulated Flood Prone Hazard Areas. 

The Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) Flood Insurance Study (FIS) 
Entitled “The Flood Insurance Study for Charlevoix County, All Jurisdictions” and dated 
May 16, 2019 and the Flood Insurance Rate Map(s) (FIRMS) panel number(s) of 
26029CIND2A, 26029CIND1A, 26029C0517C, 26029C0519C, 26029C0525C, 
26029C0530C, 26029C0538C, 26029C0650C, and 26029C0675C and dated May 16, 

2019 are hereby adopted by reference for the purposes of administration of the 
Michigan Construction Code, and are hereby declared to be a part of Section 1612.3 of 
the Michigan Building Code and to provide the content of the “Flood Hazards” section of 
Table R301.2(1) of the Michigan Residential Code. 


Section 4. Repeals. 


All ordinances inconsistent with the provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 


Section 5. Effective Date. 


This Ordinance shall become effective the day following its publication in a newspaper 
of general circulation within the Township.
